Second only to the nourishment of 


the blood by food is the regulation of 
the action of all the vital organs by 
exerfcise. That exercise which is taken 
spasmodically and at uncertain inter- 
vals Is injurious, rather than beneficial. 
Judicious exercise for brain workers 
is that which causes the blood to flow 
freely, and affords a change of position 
and action to the cramped and wearied 
muscles, in addition to some slight in- 
terest calculated to insure a change of 
thought and consequent relaxation to a 
tired brain. It should be taken out of 
doors and in the sunshine if possible; 
because sunlight is an important source 
of physical -vigor. 


Failing of open-air exercise, absolute 


purity of the surrounding atmosphere is 
imperative, because its respiration fur- 
nishes to the blood that quantity of 
oxygen necessary to the process of de- 
structive assimilation, which restores 
vitality and tones the nervous system. 
The condition of the nervous system 
affects the secretion of the gastric juices 
and of course its deficiency occasions 
impaired digestion. When one has 
been writing several hours in n badly 
ventilated room, or in one lighted with 
gas, exercise in pure air is required to 
supply the blood with oxygen, and thus 
prepare the way for the proper nutri- 
tion of the brain, nerves and muscles 
from the next supply of food. 


With th'e brain worker, whether ho 


be literary man, lawyer, speaker or 
merchant, exercise replaces that degree 
of manual labor upon which the health 
of the average working-man depends; 
but he should never be led astray by 
the idea that violent physical effort can 
in any way* counteract the weariness 
arising from excessive mental toil. Ex- 
ercise to the point of fatigue is suicidal 
to brain workers; it is simply the kill- 
ing of a half-dead man. The best time 
for gentle out-door exercise seems to be 
about mid-afternoon, if it can be taken 
without exposure to excessive heat; the 
sunlight has chemical properties which 
act tonically upon the system. Early 
morning exercise has been favored, but 
it is as much to be reprobated as early 
mental or physical labor, because at 
that time vitality is at its lowest ebb, 
and it needs stimulation rather than 
further depletion; certainly, none but 
the gentlest exercise should be taken 
until the exhausted system has been 
supplied with abundant nourishment. 


Not only should we exercise properly, 


but we should live temperately; we 
must not make exorcise subservient to 
grossnoss of living, for we will suffer, 
as did the ancient Greeks and Romans, 
from 
premature exhaustion of the 


various forces of the body. 
Exer- 


cise is, in short, the helping hand, 
stretched forth to assist and enliven 
the various daily functions ot the hu- 
man framework, whereas the other 
condition is dragging it through the 
mire. With the ancients, as it should 
be with ourselves, age was obviously 
held to be a relative affair. 
In those 


days men of mature years exercised 
daily, in order to ward off old age. 
With them, also, the exercise of the 
muscles, and consequently the whole 
body, was simply a part of their educa- 
tion. At that period the whole art of 
education was embodied in mcns sana 
in corpore sano. This soundness pro- 
ceeded from the mutual balancing ol 
the two forces, the physical and men- 
tal, which could alone result from the 
perfect harmony in the working of the 
several parts of the human frame. 


It is gratifying to note that the masses 


of the American people are realizing 
the benefits of healthful exercise, and it 
is a great satisfaction for this genera- 
tion to know that the result will be the 
production of a more perfect race of 
men, both intellectually and physically 
endowed with the glory of perfect man- 
hood, a sound and vigorous mind in a^ 
healthy body.— Boston Budget.

How the Economical Houiewlfe Can Hake 


Them Available In Many Ways. 


A thrifty housewife finds many uses 


for the best parts of worn or outgrown 
garments. Sometimes they can be fitted 
up for a younger child, or the best part 
of the calico or gingham, if not worth 
making into dresses, may be used for 
aprons or bibs. Worsted dresses often 
make over into comfortable petticoats, 
if not good enough for making up again 
into a dress. A pretty little wrapper 
for children's morning wear or for sick 
days can be made out of a woolen dress 
that has been outgrown, and will afford 
solid comfort to the little wearer. 
Many mothers like to economize in 
these ways, and think more of such 
little garments into which they bava 
woven so many thoughts while con- 
triving them, than the brand new dress 
cut by pattern out of whole cloth. 
Some managing matrons keep a large 
basket expressly fo'r old garments, cut- 
ting off the buttons, ripping out the 
best pieces, rolling them up and put- 
ting them into it for further use. The 
parts that are too worn or too tender 
make good carpet rags, and can be cut 
and pieced during the winter evenings 
or iu the early twilight of the spring 
months. Underwear, either cotton or 
woolen, can be made into smaller 
undershirts, or wrappers, or stockings, 
or even mittens, and the remainder 
sewed into strips, dyed in fancy colors, 
and used for a bright stripe in the new 
rag carpet. 
Even in this age of cheap 


goods it is best to save and use what 
can be of future service. In a large 
city worn clothing can be sent to some 
of the city charities and used to great 
advantage by the needy inmates of 
these institutions, but in the country 
eiich family must dispose as best they 
can of their worn and outgrown clothes.

SPKAKINQ of the natural gas craze in 


Indiana and Ohio, and of the uses of gas 
for fuel, the Champaign Gazette makes a 
demonstration. The Qazette says: "It is 
safe to assume that on an average every 
family in this city expends fifty dollars 
'per year for fuel. Th» expense of burn- 
ing this is something; stoves burn out, 
coal must be handled and ashes carried 
away; they generate more or less dust, 
and the coal soot is a prolific source of 
dirty clothing. Gas can be supplied for 
fifty cents a month per stove, and an av- 
erage of three stoves to the family would 
cost about twelve dollars a year. Now 
compare the difference in expenditure 
for fuel in a city of 800 families, and see 
what it amounts to. Coal would cost 
forty thousand dollars a year, and gas 
only nine thousand six hundred dollars. 
The difference is $30,400, or enough to 
pay all the taxes levied for all purposes 
in the city. With these figures in mind, 
and the fact that there is an abundance 
of gas within two miles of the city, we 
should suppose that there might be 
enough interest felt in the matter to de- 
velop it."

IU intarior U well laid out, and the offloMV 
quarter* look upon green lawn*, In which old, 
knarled live oalu ahwie the ro*y teat* The 
wall* are thirty-five feet high, many feet 
thick, and • moat a* wide at a Waiblngton 
city rtroet runt entirely around the fort. Tub 
moat la wparatad from the lurroundlng 
country by another wall, and on the top* of 
thl* wall and through hole* in their tide* 
great cannon look out ta every direction.

effanon Davis was not at all well when he 


came here. Be was suffering from dyspepsia 
and wai worn and haggard.

At first he 
wa* allowed no reading matter but the Bible 
and the Prayer Book. 
But this wa* toon 


changed, and be bad hi* dally paper* every 
morning. He read a gr»»' deal while be was 
In prison, and hi* physician srfys that be re- 
read Bancroft's history of the United State* 
and read Macaulay's history of England dur- 
ing this time. Clement C. Clay was also oon- 
ttnsd here, and Mn. Clay visited him in hi* 
cell I met Mrs. Clay at Washington during 
the past winter, Bue is a magnificent looking 
lady, full of life and overflowing with good 
(torien. She is one of the finest conversation- 
alists I have ever known, and she tell* the 
itory of her husband's capture and .of tbo 
trip to Fortress Monroe in company with Mr.

Every- 
body refers to Annapolis a* "tbe ancient 
city." Its post is a bias* of glory; its present 
i* a subdued existence of easy going content- 
ment. True, It 1* the capital of Maryland; 
true, it is the location of tbe great naval 
academy; true, it* society is M delightful as 
it is artatocratlc; and yet 


But coma with me. That building on the 


bill there, which look* like an old time fort, 
with a cupola attached, is tbe state house. 
Wo will enter. Yes, here Is where Washing- 
ton resigned his commission. There is the 
big oil painting illustrating the great event.
